Its Effect. 


New Orleans, Oct. L—The street­ 
car strike situation took a new turn 
yesterday afternoon when the big re­ 
tail rn* rchants of the * ity took steps 
to have some kind of an agreement 
reached. 
Retail trade has suffered 
greatly, and yesterday afternoon 
ae 
m erchants met at the St. Charles hotel 
and decided that unless 
the strike 
was called off by tonight they would 
all close their establishm ents indefi­ 
nitely. throwing out of employment 
about 5,000 clerks. 
The p m erchants 
then turned their attention to effect­ 
ing seme kind of a settlem ent, and 
after a conference with the mayor, 
railway officials and car men sepa­ 
rately, finally brought about a confer­ 
ence of all three elements. This began 
at 7 o’clock and lasted until nearly 8 
o’clock. 
It was the first time the 
railway’s officials and the entire ex­ 
ecutive board of the union had met 
since the trouble began'. 
President 
Pearson of the railway company sub­ 
m itted a proposition that the men re­ 
turn to work and then arbitrate the 
alleged violation* of the old agree­ 
ment. a n**w proposition to be consid­ 
ered if the agreem ent is declared to 
have been violated, the rate of wages 
and hours to date from the time the 
men go bat* to work. The car men’s 
attorney, speaking for them, urged 
their demand, which Is in effect the 
same, except that the men shall be 
paid ai tho tate of 2& ceny* for eight 
hours trees she nwmoent Gj-v return 
to work, (bb old tifreem tm t to hold 
good ii it va* found not to have been 
violated. 
The car men'* committee 
went back to the union hall to subm it 
the propose Hon to the mea. 
Before the conference of the three 
elements was resumed the m erchants' 
committee began work on a compro­ 
mise proposal and got the car men s 
committee to agree to it at ll p. rn. 
They then went into conference with 
the railway's officials. The proposition 
is that men go back to wovk today, 
that the violations of the old agree­ 
ment be submitted to arbitration, and 
that if the agreem ent is declared vio­ 
lated, the decision to carry with it a 
wage st ale of 23 cents an hour and 
eight hours. 
This is a reduction of 2 
cents an hour from the original de­ 
mand. 
The railway com panv^vill not 
consent to any arbitration ofrthe ques­ 
tion of wages or hours.

Along In tho seventies the late Judge 
Arnold Krekel was holding court at 
Jefferson City, relates an old timer, 
wlien there appeared before blin two 
men charged and indicted for a viola 
tion of the United States law s, one of 
whom will be called Brown.

public domain. 
Brown w as about 40 
years old and bad been reared on tho 
border in Arkansas and never had any 
opportunities for schooling. lienee was 
unable to read or write. 
In his en­ 
deavors to get a living lie bad out tim ­ 
ber suitable for making ax handles ob 
United States lands, which led to his 
•rrest and imprisonment. 
Iii** other 
man will be called Jones, for the real 
name o f both men are not known in 
the memory of any one who witnessed 
the incident*, 
Jones was charged with and indicted 
for having sold liquor to the Indians. 
Mr. Jones w as a na tire of New York, 
a graduate of Union college sud was 
educated for a lawyer. H e possessed 
a highly cultured mind, a good Latin­ 
ist and thoroughly scholarly 
In all 
sorts of lK>oks. 
Not succeeding in his 
profession In ids native elate, more 
from lack of application timn other­ 
wise. lie left that country and plunged 
Into the great west and located no­ 
body knew where, but he drifted into 
the lower strata of society, and to ob­ 
tain the necessaries of life he resorted 
to “bootlegging” among the red mer 
of tLo Indian Territory border.

Jones, It is the sentence of 
the court that you Le caafined In the 
Cole county Jail until you have taught 
Mr. Brown to read ami write, and I 
enjoin upon ti)*? keeper of the Jail t# 
afford von every facility possible w it! 
the safe keeping of his prisoners.” 
The law g it ami spectators In coun 
looked with astonishm ent at each oth­ 
er as tile sentence was concluded, and 
the marshal ltd the prisoners out of 
the courtroom. 
It was the second term of the court 
after tills incident when the marshal 
conducted Brow n and Jones into court, 
and it w as announced by tile court 
that Brown had completed his educa 
Bon—ready to graduate—able to read 
and write. 
Judge Krek*! looked og?t 
bis glasses und asked that the prisoner 
give him an evidence of his being abl* 
to read. 
Brown stood ap and read s 
few paragraphs from a newspaper to 
the satisfaction of tho court, when bs 
said, “Mr. Clerk, will you let him ail 
st a table aud write me a letter?” 
Paper, pen, ink and a seat were fur 
Dished Brown, who went to work to 
write a letter to the court. 
For some 
time the poor fellow struggled Witt 
the task, and in the m eantime Jones 
was very nervous, fearing he would 
be compelled to go back to Jail and 
“take up school” again. 
Finally th* 
clerk said, “May it please your honor 
the prisoner can write, but cannot form 
sentences to make It intelligible.” 
“Mr. Clerk,” said the court, not tak 
Ing his eyes from the court docket b« 
was looking at, “you will dictate a let 
tor for him and see what Headway lie 
makes with that.” The clerk dictated t 
letter that the prisoner wrote quit*
